The schools were operated during the year 1940-41 
at a gross expense of $16,915.27, or slightly less than the 
previous year’s figure of $16,948.16. The net expense of 
$11,662.43 this year compares with $11,670.68 a year ago, 
and was achieved in the face of a five-cent reduction in the 
tax voted. We would like to point out that we exceeded 
the budget published in-the 1939-40 report by only $1.77, 
which should indicate that your Directors have kept care- 
ful control of expenditures. Every bill that was due up 
to February 1, 1941, was paid. 

The figures in the above paragraph do not include 
the expenses of the new heating plant at Lamoille Central 
Academy, this being an extraordinary expenditure for 
which a supplementary budget was set up. There was 
appropriated for this work $3,500 and the entire job, in- 
cluding repairs to the coal bin, bricking walls and insulat- 
ing the attic was done for $3,492.99. The new plant is 
proving its worth and your Directors feel certain that the 
promised fuel savings of $200 will be exceeded. We are 
burning high volatile soft coal at a cost, in the bin, of 
$9.35, against the cost of Anthracite, which in past years 
has been $13.50 per ton. 7 

Repairs for the year included grading the yard at the 
North Hyde Park School, painting the Center School, paint- 
ing and re-roofing the Garfield School, along with some 
interior work. New shades were supplied for the latter 
school, and for this expense the sum of $12.69 was raised 
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in the Garfield community. Your Directors are glad to 
acknowledge this expression of community spirit. New 
stair treads were installed at L. C. A. and necessary run- 
ning repairs were made. On the whole, we believe that 
the four schools now in use are in reasonably good shape, 
and it is our intention to keep them in such condition. 

Last fall a dental clinic was sponsored by the School 
Board with an appropriation of $50.00. It is felt that 
the results were exceedingly worthwhile. For the coming 
year we prepose to spend $75.00 for health work. We 
wish to commend the work of Miss Dorothy Allen who, as 
Town Nurse, has been of invaluable assistance in the 
schools. | . 

We feel that the standard of the schools has been 
maintained in so far as instruction is concerned. It is 
always our aim to improve this most important phase of 
education and much attention has been and will be given 
to it. Compared with other Vermont towns of equal size 
—and in some cases compared with towns larger and con- 
sequently better able to support superior schools—we feel 
that the citizens of Hyde Park have reason to be proud 
of their efforts to provide education for their children. 
The schools need and should have your support. You 
may be assured that all proper and legitimate suggestions 
for betterments of any nature will be welcomed by your 
Directors. |
